I There was a perfect sea of upturned faces 
pr««ented to the distinguiahtyl gcntleinen an 
thuy step|N><i out onto the esplanade. At 
the right «ere )ioIitieal club* fi-om nil over 
the 8tut<', (llliii^; the iniiiieiise s)iHi'e lietween 
the eaxt gate and the Htatu sti-eet fence. \t 
tha left were the troops, stiiniliTi;^ like 
statues, arms pi^esented, a shimm Ii Ixxly of 
men. In front, directly at the foot of thestone 
■tepa, ware the marshaU atid staff olHoerx of 
the parade on their boraen. 

Governor Foraker, Henator Snyder. I!ev. 
Dr. Mct'hiwney and the princ-ipiil oflliviv ,,f 
the stat4> Ktepixvl to the front ot the pliitloi in 
and, when a de(^ree of i(uiet had Ik^'m ob- 
tained. Senator .Snyder called IIim hiij^e as- 
sembly to order. 

The sei viixii, were o|)eiiMl with prayer hy 
Rev. Bimon M<H;heHney. 

At the conclusion of the prayer, .Senator 
Snyder said: 

"The oath of ottU e will now be adniiiu>- 
tered by Chief Ju.stii n Owen." 

The oath of oflii-u was administered in the 
usual niauuer, aud then Senator Snyder for 
the la«t time Htep)>ed f<>rward and went 
through the uenlless, but oiistoinary cei'e- 
mony of "introducing" the xi'^'ei nor. The 
intrixliiotion save tlio tluoii;^ anntluM- chance 
hot j to ("heer, and tlicv eajjerly seized it and vt up 
a deafeniiij; sli.iiit. 'I'hen the jjoveriMr de- 
livered his addrcsa. It woji as follows: 
"tienllenn-n of IlietJeneral Assenibl\: 

"f)ii>» w(>ek «({<>. bi compliaiK'e with tlie re- 
quirements of the (lunstitutiou. I sent you an 
aimual nie.>wa{{e. It called your al i<mi( ion t.<> 
all matters |>ei'taining to Htat/e atl'alis. con 
cerning which I desired to OOlumuuicate with 
you. • 

"For this reason, it is not neoe^tarr to de- 
tain you now with the dixcinMiou oi su<'h 
topios, The few remarks I shall uiuke at 
this time, will, therefore, be of a general 
liature. U'e are at the cloie of the tirst cen- 
tury of civili»ition aad government on Ohio 
Boil, it is a tittiug time to reooll our iiast 
at^hiuvemeiitM and the leasona they have 
tauglit. One hundred yeurs ago to-day, our 
tlrst settlement had not yet t>eeu nia<le ThU 
whole country was an unbroken wiMerness. 
There were here no tields, or farms, or towns, 
or cities; no rosidii, canals or steamboats; no 
railways, u-legruphs or talaphonat; no w-hool 
bouses, collegtk or nawapapsrs; no oiviUaa- 
tionaiHino HvUlaad pMpth Baoa|it only 
the Indiana, tilers was no ona to govern or be 
governed. 

"Nttvertbuleas, avants had traaaplrad 
which were, with raipect to us, of vaat oon- 
BsqueQoe aiM| ditsnitoiag ohsnMlaai -JRia 
lndepaiiiltndt«rtta Uidtad Btatwhadbaen 

achieved, and the aaw nation had taken its 
pla(^e among the natioaa of the earth. Tlie 
coiiHtitiition bad lieao addpted and the tliir 
tetm original states had liaen twund togetl" ■ 
by its ties. Whatever hesitation and d''nii<t 
hail at any time existed as to the wisdom 
and propriety of oontrolUog the government 
and destiny of the territory, northwest of tha 
river Ohio bad passed away, and tha ordi 
ance of 1787 bad barn anaotad. Tbna it bad 
been settlcfl thM wi should not only become 
a part of the United Htatea, but, what is still 
Dtara.lip|MrtM*t| that theaa biUa and valleys 
should ba dedicated to human liberty aud 
that Mil onr guvenuntwtal itruotart, here to • ^Mdenoe to the n

The sentiment no develope<l 
a^inst it would have b**-!! sufTi ient Ui have 
prevented it, but it wa.» not sulfli icnt to de- 
stroy it. It wan de>ftini>.l to stand, and the 
result wfis. acce[italilc conditiouK that at- 
tracted the iniiving tido oi emigration and 
qiiickly brought lU*. n it only a free»lomlov 
i iilft, f»Ml a vigoi-ous, entci i.risiii};. self reliiuit, 
UisI (raring and union population. 

"The onlMKincc was iidoptc 1 .Inly liST. 
The first wttl -nicut. (onsisting oi; forty-eight 
imnim. was uiaUe at the mouth uf the Mus- 
kingum, April 7, liKH. A few weeks later, 
on tiie 1^ dn,r of July, 1788, followe<l the 
hinugurat.ion of Ohio's first govein^ir. Tlio 
soence presented on that occasion was widely 
dilTereiit from that which is witne.sse<l here 
to-day. The ofUvtal record is briuf. but it it 
both interesting aud sujjt^estive. It infonas 
us that by the use of fore:4t branches, a

'■Oanaral Arthur 8t Clair, accompanied 
by tha secretary and two Judgce, all ot whom 
had been appointed by Pmldent Waahlog- 
to MtabUsh and adiiiiiiistar tha dvU gov- 
or tha territory, appaarad with their 
oommiwions and ware daly welcomed, on 
behaH of tha paopla and pr iaa nt atl to them, 
Oan. Rnftts Putanm. Ailir the reading 
tkair ooinmMona and *wm» highly appre- 
ciated remarks by tha foeamor m tha im- 
portanoa of good govMumnV tha ordinanos 
o< 1787 waa read by tha iMnmtay. Thia 
reosived 'with chearr that made the

"On the following Sabbath divine services 
were held, with special reference tS, aud as a 
l>art ot the inauguration ceremonies. The 
minister pre«clie<l a 'powerful sermon' from 
a text found in the fifth and sixth vers»~< of 
the uinet' cnth chaiittT of Exodus- -'J^w, 
therefoiv. if ye will ol>ey my voice, lndee<l, 
and kwp my covenant, then ye shall Ije a 
peculiar Ircasurv unto me, above all people; 
for all the eai til is mine, and ye shall be unto 
nie a kinj^dmn of priestis and an holy nation.' 

"Hiicti are the simple nmials of that event. 
i"xcepl the luiit? sUit«'.iient that it was a jxiw- 
erfiil M'rnion, nothin<; Is said as to the chnr- 
acter of the minister's remarks. Hut with 
the U'xl bcli.re us. we can sjifely as.sunie 
what some ot tlic tlioiights were that eiiter<sl 
into his disc om^'. \t Isfist, he mi;,'bt, with 
propriety, b.ive likened their risent esca|ie 
troui the t yiMniiy of Kiigliind to the ti)iht of 
the HeliiH«>; the forests that surrounde<l 
them, to tile wilderness of Siimi; and the 
p<j<«(eHsioiis ii|>oii whicli they were entering, 
to the la I 111 o( Caiman. Tlicro wa< enough, 
in their situation, of striking Hiitiilarity to 
that of the I'hildren of Israel, to make the in- 
junctions and proiiiisssot tha text impres- 
sively applicable.

To them was i-onll lisl the duty 
ot laying the foundatioUM, to us is entrnste,l 
the superstructure. Had tliey failed there 
would have iieeii iiisap|Kiintment. if we fail 
there will be both dlMppointment and de- 
atmotion. ^'ur in that event, we dash to 
pieces alike the hopes for posterity and the 
splendid works that iiave been wrought. We 
must not fall; and we shall not, if we but 
adopt fur our guidance the lesHous of tin- 
past. They teach us that we have HUctc<M>ded 
because w« have been governed by the great 
ideas of morality, e<lucatioi>, equality and a 
<lisp<isition to take care of our country. Ijtt 
us, therefore, apply and be guvenieil by the 
same ideas as we go forward in the discharge 
of the duties that are before us. I'o this end 
we must discard and reje<>t all that tails 
short oC the requirements of the highest 
atandaadoC right; put the light of truth in 
avary nuui'a way; (lennit no diatinotion 
fonndad on ra(«, <sdor, nationality or occu- 
pation, and remeinlMr aiwas to prcNnote that 
which is calculated to advance America. Rut 
if we would advance Auieri(«, we must es- 
paoially remember to always stand firmly 
for tha paoptaV right to ba boneatly beard at 
tha ballot box. 

."To guarantee this right by oonatitationa! 
and statutory provisions,. and than altow it 
toba abnasd ia • frand and • dlagrace. 
It strikes a fktal bhnv at tha vary foundiv- 
ttona of free populur govamment. It ia JuMt 
oauaa of c-ongi-atulation that such, orlmes 
bava baan aupprewed in Ohla May the day 
soon oona when tha same thing can he said 
•f every other state ia tha Uuioa. Until 
•han, there cannot be, aud than should not 
00 any relaxatiou of effort to aaoura snuh a 
remit. The flag of tha nation must mean ali- 
solute pior«(!tian in the anjoymant of ull bis 
rights to every man who looka with sllegi- 
an(» ito folda It must mean more. It 
must ooiitinue to represent to all, wherever it 
may be uarrie<i, a people who have sense 
enough and |>atriotism enough to take care of 
their country in a bisdnsSS wny. We must 
dig oiu- coal out of our OWB hlUs and our ore 
out of our own minoa, Wa mast ruise our 
uwD wool, hav« oar osra teotories, f uriuuMse. 
f oundriai and machine shops. In ao far as 
Ood has blamud oa wi^ natural rsooorces 
and ability to use them, we must de^iUne t<> I 
dapand upon otheni. By their deyeloiimnnt 
we nmat give employiueut to our lalior, in- 
Vantlva geuhu to our mis hollies, home 
markets to our farmerv, a domestic commerce

It says al- 
though the wtnlding of the young emperor ot 
China will probably not take pla(« befora 
1889, thoiuauils of bauds are already busy 
with the ltt<l> 's trou.ssnau atul wedding pres- 
jnta, which have pnilialily never been 
f<piale<l 111 wealth at any other court. The 
followiiij; (li e the i>re8<'iit« the young emperor 
Is presenting lii,s tianoe before their marriage, 
tfter the actual engagement present, which 
xmsifrts of a gold seal, richly inlai<l with Jew- 
ily, the liJiiidIo being formed by two gold 
li-agoiis. I'p to a uionlh previous to the 
wedding the lady is pre.seiit<Ml with ten pie- 
bald horMW w ith complete trappings, ten gilt 
belmets and cuirasses, one buiidivd pie<»N of 
»tin and two hundred pie<'e8 of cotton ma- 
terial as wi-dding presents. 

The bride receives 'XO ounces of gold, 
10,0(X) oiiiic(« of silver, one gold tea servii-e, 
sonsisting of teaixit and one ctip with a lid; 
one silver service, two silver wash basina, 
1,000 pi»ixs of satin, twenty borwH, With 
complete trappingti; twenty horsm without 
trappings, twenty Noddles for paik horses 
and mules, and costly gifts are also made to 
the poruutK aud brothers and sistei-s of the 
brhle. 

Tliu bride's hats are the most remarkable 
artiduN of the rich trotuooau. The winter 
court hat hai* a rim of satlh; the crown is 
ma<ie of refl velvet, from the center of which 
rises a button composed of three parts, each 
nf which is ornameuted with three small ob- 
long {learls, while hi the center of each part 
another sitleiulid |icarl is set in gold and sur- 
mounttHl by a gold pbceniz.

I A Cliie Discovered. 

I Boston, .Ian. 10 - A clue to the mysterious 
murder ol the young niaii found dead near 
Oak Island.

Bom Jast acroas the river, reared In an 
adjoining county, married in the county 
in which I now live, reaidiuK for a long 
time in another adjoining county, there 
holding various posilioi.a of trnnt, elected 
twice by your suffrages to till the import- 
ant position I now hold, the tMond time 
without opposition, I am not a atranger to 
you. 

Serving yoa faithfully, as I Leiieve, 
durinisall thfo time, it is now made known 
to me tbat I am charged wiib "gross 

official misconduct, if not uorruptiou in 
I office." Were this accusation the pro- 
I duct of aome venal quill, I wonid regard 
I it as a mere ephemeral <ii|iiil) in Ke read 
I to-day and to-morrow forxottea ; hut com* 
' ing from the aouroe it doea, I fool eon- 
j strained to break my silcnre anil say a 
'few words by way of deleune. Not that 
you who know me require a defense at 
my hands: hut that I may state brit-fly 
and clearly my p<isitio:i rel.itive to this 
accusation. 

I appeal to every honest, inlelligeHt, 
fair-minded eilixin, is it not straiit(e, to 
saylthe least, if, aa my ac.-UHera say , I liave 
been guilty of " official misconduct if not 
corruption." that this misconduct and thig 
c ^rrupt ion have appoarod nowbore hut ia 
Rowan County ?

edge of the town, men indicted for mur- 
der, armed and defying the law; who 
ooold easily have bean arwat ad but for 

this. Lastly, orders, not mine, instructed 
them to carry away private property 
without any compensation. How then 
could a court, with an impracticable Mil- 
itary, and hostile and biased Executive 
be expected under all these drcum* 
sUnces to bring offenders to justice. 

Now, let us turn to the General Stat- 
utes and the Constitution. Article 1st, 
aection 1st of the Gonatitutio^ lays: 
"The powenol Am government of the 
State of Kentucky shall he divided into 
three distiaut departments and each of 
them shall be oonflded to a separate body 
of aiagistraoy, to*wit: Those which are 
legislative to oao;, those which are exec- 
ntivo to aaothar; those wUeh arojudi- 
diary to another. 

tiectiou second says: "No person or 
collection of poraons, being of one of 
those departments, shall exercise any 
power properly belonging to either of 
the others." 

Article 13th Section 26 of the Bill of 
RighU says : " The Military shall, in all 
cases and at all times, be in strict snbor> 
dinatku tp the oivjU powar." 

Cbit|bbr 7V, ltc(ttMi^^ot 'tho Oenoiar 
Statutes, on calling out the State Ouards, 
says: "The foregoing provision ( Section 
eight ) of this law relating to the aubordi- 
nation of the reserve Militia to the civil 
power when called into active service 
shall apply with equal force to the State 
Guard when employed ia active service." 
But what doee section eight say? It 
reads as fQlfoWl; "Whenever the 
Militia of the reaerve or any part thereof 
shall be called Into aetive aarvice, it ahall 
act hi conJuactioB with and subordinate 
to the oivil power ol tha dlatriet in which 
it is oporativo. Tha elvtt authority hav* 
ing the controlling power shall bo in the 
following gradation : Judfo of (he Court 



of Appoala; Jadge of theOIreuit, Oom« 
mon neaa, Ohaaoery or Criminal Court 
of a arimlaal. Jurisdiction of a Cii^oit 
•ourt ; Jadgeof a County Court ; Sheriff; 
JaileH; Justice of the Peace; Constable, 
in the. absence of a Judge of the Court 
ol ipgaulh, or any other of tha oAeen 
haraia aamed, next in rank in the order 
named, who diall repreeent and exercise 
tha olvn powar in reUtloato tba MMtary 
of the Commonwealth." 

Regulating my conduct by the doc- 
trine just set forth I resisted encroach- 
ments; I maintained that the civil power 
is paramount to the Military ; that there- 
fore the Judiciary knows no maater; a 
priaoiplo aot uaworthy of belag coatond- 
ad-tor o?aa la thfo day of liberty. Baa^ 
no, justice, common aense, my trust | 
from the people, all forbade me to yield 
this prinelplo aad baaaly eriaga before a 
few usurping brass buttons. Entertain- 
ing this opinion it is no wonder the Mili- 
tary and myaelf found poinfo of difre^ 
ence. Whether I was ritrht or wrong I 
leave it to a generous public and to a fair 
and intelligent committee. 

However, I will any this much, right or 
wrong, if whenever the Military are call, 
ed out, they are to be sent to override the 
Courts of the land, they would a thou- 
mnd times better be at oace disbanded ; 
and if the law on the sobjeet of their du- 
ties ia not yet sufflsiently ozplidt, the 
time Is not inopportune to make It so. 

In tine, for re.taons heretofore mention- 
ed, I have incurred the displeasure of the 
late Executive and bis Military ; for theae 
reasons am I rallo'l upon to answer 
charges of " gross official misconduct if 
not oorroption in offioo." If to uphold 
th<" right of the Jndiriary "he an ofFen"?, 
then have 1 ofTended, to this extent and 
this only. I am reapeotfolly.

DEATH or SQUI&E OOBTELL.

'Squire W. D. Coryell died suddenly 
about 9 o'clock yesterday morning at hia 
home, near Orangeburg. He had 
in feeble health (or a long time, but 
up and abont the housS'Oaly a fow mia* 
utsabofeio his death. Ha laalhwd IMI 
his end wan near and expresaed his be- 
lief, only a few minutes before he breath- 
ed hia Uat, that he would aotltvo throai^ 
the day. \\\^ death ia attribatad to aaBi*- 
diaeaseof the heart. 

The deceased was a native of Maaoa^ 
County, and waa eighty years old Isst 
August. His fttther.CorneliusCoryell.wss 
one of the pioneers of this section, having 
settled on thri home place near OrangO' 
burg in the days when Indians were 
numerous. 'Squire Cjryell enjoyed the 
confidence aud esteem of the people of 
Mason and was elected to aeveral oflleial 
positions by them. Between ISIO and 
1850 he served one term in the Legisla- 
ture aa Bepreeetattvo. In 1818 or 18S4ho 
was Deputy sherifT and he held the office 
of J ustice Ol the Peace in Orangebarg pre- 
cinct almoot floatlnnously since aometima 
in 18«0. He wastho oldeat MaglatratM 
in the county. 

He was married twice, his first wifn 
being a Miss Bryant, of Frankfort, and 
his second a Miss O'Bannon, of Mt. Car> 
; mel. Both bis wives are dead. Four 
i children— two sons and two daughtera— 
survive falm.
